BUSINESS LEADERS 
ARE TOLD OF PLAN 
Financial Interests Ready 
To Come to Atlanta 
When Service Board Ap- 
proves Depot Change. 


Details of plans under which 4 
powerful group of Chicago financial 
interests will come to Atlanta and 
erect a combination office building 
and storage plant to cost $3,000,000 
on the Union station site, provided 
the state public service commission 
issues an order removing the present 
station to the proposed Forsyth street 
aire, were outlined Tuesday night at 
a luncheon at the Capitol City Club 
by M. W. Borders, of Kansas City; 
Gilbert H. Scribner, of Chicago, and 
J. B. Hill, president of the Nash- 
ville. Chattanooga & St. Louis rail- 
road. 

Financial groups'headed by H. E. 
Poronto,. of Chicago, were represented 
by Mr. Borders, general counsel ; Mr. 
Scribner represented Winston & Com- 
pany, appraisers of properties prior 
to the issue of bonds. while Mr. .Hill 
représented his railroad line. While 
no definite promise was made, it was 
stated by all the officials that the 
financial interests are ready to come 
to Atlanta: that they are able to 
finance all developments without local 
aid of any kind; that they can con- 
clude negotiations within a few weeks 
after an order is issued moving the 
present station to the proposed For- 
syth street site, and that these inter- 
ests are eager to come to Atlanta 
provided the citizens here want them 
to come. The officials will appear 
before the public service commission 
today to present in detail the pro- 
posed developments and to place be- 
fere that body all information con- 
nected with the improvement plans. 

The officials outlined the plans be- 
fore a group of representative busi- 
ness men of Atlanta, many of them 
property owners in the vicinity of 
the proposed developments and in oth- 
er downtown business sections. In 
the group that heard the plans were 
Atlanta's foremost business men, 
bankers, capitalists and developers. 
At the end of the speeches of the 
officials Mayor I. N. Ragsdale and 
Charles A. Wickersham, president of 
the Atlanta & West Voint railroad, 
gave the visitors assurance that the 
people of Atlanta are ready to grant 
a cordial welcome to officials of the 
companies interested in the new build- 
ing here. 

- Mr. Hill was the first speaker pre- 
sented by John L. Tye. prominent At- 
lanta lawyer who presided at the meet- 
ing. He declared his railroad is not 
seeking to develop the old Union sta- 
tion site through any spirit of “altru- 
ism” but said it was because it was 
to the best interest of the railroad 
and to the best interest of the city 
of Atlanta. He said the proposed of- 
fice building-storage plant development 
is not in the hands of promoters but 
in the hands of the biggest group of

CUT IN SALARIES 
OF TEACHERS SEEN 


Ten Per Cent Reduction 
in| 


Will Be Necessary 
September Unless More 
Funds Are Voted. 


Unless from $90,000 to $100,000 
additional revenue is provided in the 
June finance sheet by the finance 
committee of city council, salaries of 
1,200 teachers of the Atlanta public 
school system and other employes 
will be cut beginning September 1 
to absorb the amount, under a de- 
cision Tuesday afternoon of the At- 
lanta board of education. 

Although the board took no 
pending disposition of the appeal for 
more funds every one of those speak- 
ing on the proposition was definite 
in the statement that if a cut is nec- 
essary to assure operation of 
schools through the year without 


deficit it will be made. 

Attention of the board was brought 
to the matter by Willis A. Sutton,

deficit on the basis of the budget 
which the board adopted at the be- 
ginning of 1929. ie.

A written proposal from Samue)

to the donors be included in the fin- 
ished contract.

Permission To Cross 
Country Arrives But 
Start of Voyage Is Post- 
pened to Thursday.

Freidrichshafen, Germany, May 4 
15.—(United News.)—The  dirigible 
Graf Zeppelin’s projected flight to the 
United States was postponed late last 
night until Thursday morning, it was 
announced, because permission to fly 
over French territory had not been 
received in time to start this morning. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener. the  airship’s 
commander, said: . “We will _ start 
Thursday morning at 5:30 if weather 
permits.” 

Dr. Eckener added that he had 
finally received permission from the 
French government to fly over French 
territory, but that it came too late to 
permit a start today. 

Weather Is Cold. 


Although he had indicated piainiy 
that the failure to receive the permit 
was the reason for postponement of 
the flight, it appeared last night that 
the unfavorable weather played the 
greatest part in delaying the start. 

The French permission for the Graf 
Zeppelin to fly over France stipulated 
that the dirigible must cross the fron- 
tier between 7 a. m. and 9 a. m.. ac- 
cording to the announcement here. 

German observers claimed that the 
stipulation would be a grent handicap. 

Dr. Eckener said his application to 
the French foreign office for permis- 
sion to pass over southern France was 
made two weeks ago. 

In making the announcement on the 
eve of the scheduled departure with 
2) passengers, including one woman. 
40 members of the crew, one flapper 
gorilla and a cargo of freight, Dr. 
Eckener explained that unfavorable 
weather had been reported along. tlic 
Dutch coast and’ Kaglish chatinet 
Such conditions made it impossible 
for the Graf Zeppelin to follow the 
northern route to America, he said. 

Charges Spying. 

The southern route calls for a flight 
over France and the Mediterranean 
Previous flights over southern 
France have resulted in French eriti- 
cism as, under terms of the Franco- 
German agreement, aviators are per- 
mitted to fly over French territory 
only if they carry no radio or photo- 
graphic apparatus. 


Dr. Eckener said the French gov-|: 


ernment had been displeased with the 
last Graf Zeppelin flight over the 
Creusot ammunition factory near 
Besancon. He said French official 
quarters indicated that the purpose 
of the flight was to photograph the 
territory. Dr. Eckener ridiculed such 
an idea. 

Postponement of the flight was 
made after a day of intense prepara- 
tion. The cargo of freight was load- 
ed on the dirigible and “Missy,” the 
gorilla, consigned to the Chicago Lin- 
coln park zoo, arrived from. Nice. She 
was caught three years ago. 

Mrs. Mary Pieree, of New York 
city, engaged passage on the dirigible 
at the last moment today. She said 
she did it ‘on the spur of the mo- 
ment’ as she wanted to surprise her 
family.

ANTI-TRUST LAW 
BREACH CHARGED 
TO PENNSYLVANIA 


Washington, May 14.—(4)-+A com- 
plaint charging the. Pennsylvania rail- 
road with violating anti-trust law by 
acquiring stock ownership in the 
Wabash and Lehigh Valley systeimns 
was issued today by the interstate 
commerce commission. 

The failroad and its principal in- 
vestment subsidiary, the Pennsylvania 
company, were notified to show cause 
in Washington June 24 as to why an 
order should rot be issued requiring 
them to divest themselves of all hoid- 
ings, ¢irectly or indirectly, in ihe 
Wabash and Lehigh Valley systems. 

The Pennsylvania Company was 
said to have purchased between Feb- 
ruary 15, 1927, and June 26, 1928, 
312,900 shares of Wabash preferred 
and 362.900. shares of Wabash com- 
mon. The Wabash company has for 
some time owned 231.329 shares of 
Lehigh Valley. railroad common stock, 
the complaint continued. and in addi- 
tion between April 25, 1928, ard June 
26, 1928S. the Pennsylvania “did indi- 
rectly acquire a large part of the 
capital stock of the Lehigh Valley, 
namely 565.039 shares, without. the 
approval and authorization of the 
commission.”

“The maintenance of any organized 
system designed to coerce legislators 
or to dictate legislation, state or na- 
tional.” he said, “is utterly foreign to 
a right conception of the church's 
function. We have condemned, and 
rightly so, the influence vrought by 
organized lobbies to affect legislation 
in the interest of certain corporate 
bodies that are seeking a selfish ad- 
vantage. It is equally responsible for 
the church or any of its chosen agen- 
cies to use like methods.” 

Has Last Prestige. 

The bishop said the church had 
“lost prestige’ and signally weakened 
its influence” whenever it had 
tempted through organized effort 
direct and control political action. 

“Its place as the conserver of things 
ethical and spiritual is undisputed,” 
he added. “It has to do with princi- 
ples rather than policies. If it lowers 
its standards to become an autocratic 
dictators in the concerns of legislative 


to 


action or thé choice of political cardi- 


dates, it loses the respect and confi- 


dence of right thinking men. Not in- 
frequently in recent years has it in- 
dulged in the discussion of matters 
economic and political and set forth 
conclusions that were unsound, tn- 
economic and unwarranted by the evi- 
dence submitted. 

“The dictum mf Washington, ‘No 
entangling alliances,) may well serve 
the church in this present critical 
hour. The page of history discloses 
the sad and tragic story of confusion 
and discord where church and state 
has been in conflict. We are not 
unduly apprehensive that the stability 
or calm judgment of our people will 
be seriously disturbed by these spo- 
radic demonstrations of misdirected 
zeal. Our deepest concern is that, 
with vast bodies-of our people, es- 
pecially our youth, they may produce 
impressions that will affeet reverence 
and respect for the church as an in- 


| stitution. 


Is Menace to Nation. 
“Our age is unwilling to see the 
involved in political debates 
and discussions, and those who in- 
dulge in such practices disqualify 
themselves as religious leaders. Un- 
fortunately the chief sufferer in these 

matters is the church itself. 
“That a political campaign should 
again revive the bitterness and con- 
tentions of party strife, and that in 


certain quarters it should be made the 


occasion for harsh and ungenerous 
judgments, has shocked the sensibili- 


ties of a vast majority of our pev- | 
ple. We cannot believe that this spirit | 


is to prevail, nor can we believe that 
it represents the opinion of more than 
a bare minority of our people. Nev- 
ertheless, it contains a solemn warn- 
ing that must be heeded, else it may 
constitute a menace to those hich 
ideals and purposes for which the 
church stands.”

‘Washington, May 14.—(®)—A 
farm relief bill unacceptable to Presi- 
dent Hoover, because it contains the 
export debenture plan, was passed to- 
day by the senate, 54 to 33, after a 

full month's labor. 

Both branches of congress now 
have acted upon agricultural relief 
legislation, but the greatest unecer- 
tainty surrounds its. final enactment 
because of the sharp difference be- 
tween the senate and the house on the 
debenture action. The ‘president early 
in the session strongly objected to 
that method of farm relief. 

House to Refuse Plan. 

The senate measure will be mes- 
saged tomorrow to the house, where 
administration leaders are inclined to 
refuse the bill. They base this on 
contentions that the senate had no 
right to initiate the debenture pro- 
posal on the theory that it is revenue 
legislation and therefore constitution- 
ally must originate in the house. 
Strong epposition to this opinion was 
expressed today in the senate and ad- 
ministration leaders have been work- 
ing to prevent a deadlock. 

The farm bill was passed in the 
senate largely by the same combina- 
tion of democrats and republican in- 
dependents who voted for the deben- 


ture plan. 

Thirty-one administration republic- 
ans, including Senator Watson of In- 
diana, the party leader, voted 
against the bill as a protest of the 
debenture section. Two democrats, 
Wagner of New York and Walsh of 
Massachusetts, also voted against the 
bill.

I think we are 
doing something in this way, we are 
turning out more cures than ever be- 
fore. Drugs, restraint, cruelty, these 
are disappearing from our methods of 
treatment and are Leing replaced by 
sympathy, tact and a better knowl- 
edge of the mental conditions with 
which we are dealing. We don't treat 
‘crazy’ persons, we treat persons who 
are mentally ill, and believe me, there 
rightly should be no more of social 
stigma attached to a mental illness 
than is accorded to a physical trou- 
ble. And if the publie only would 
realize this we would be helped in 
our work immensely.

In Public Demonstration 


Newport News, Va., May 14.—(™) 
The Stinson-Detroiter, the first Deisel 
powered airplane perfected in this 
country, was publicly demonstrated at 
Langley field this afternoon, after 
having completed a flight from De- 
troit to Newport News in approxi- 
mately seven hours. ~ 


The plane, perfected by the Packard 
Motor Car Company, was brought to 
Langley by Captain L. M. Woolson 
and W. E. Lees, the latter the com- 
panys aeronautical service engineer, 
and was the feature of the fourth an- 
nual aeronautical conference of the 
national advisory committee for aero- 
naufics. 

Captain Woolson declined to com- 
ment on the operation of the plane at 
the conference, but took it into the 
air late in the afternoon and put it 
through its paces. 

At a touch of the starter the giant 
motor whirred and a stream of black 
smoke poured from the exhaust as the 
propeller flashed in the sunlight. As 
the speed of the engine increased the 
mammoth ship tugged at the blocks 
which held it. Woolson and Lees 
gave the signal to cast off and the 
machine taxied down the field. 

Speeds Down Field. 

Its engine roaring, the Stinson-De- 
troiter sped down the field and took 
off in an almost incredibly short time. 
Handling and performance were per- 


fect, in the opinion of airmen who 
witnessed the test. 

Fuel for the Diesel engine is shot 
into it in spray form and ignited with- 
out the aid of a spark. his, accord- 
ing to engineers, reduces fire hazard 
to a minimum, eliminates radio inter- 
ference and materially reduces the 
cost of operation. 

Tests which have been conducted by 
the Packard company since last Nep- 
tember indicate that the new Diesel 
motor is 25 per cent more economical! 
of operation than the other types ot 
motor now being used, according to 
reliable authorities familiar with the 
results of the experiment. 

Both Captain Woolson and Lees de- 
clined to comment on the perform- 
ance of the machine, although they 
were besieged with questions from the 
three hundred or more manufactur- 
ers, engineers and airmen present, 

Like Average Plane. 

That part of the engine which is 
visible is not unlike the average alr- 
plane motor in appearance. Woolson 
and Lees, however, declined to allow 
an examination of the machine. 

The engine is a Packard product 
and has been in precess of perfection 
for the past three or four years. It is 
the first and enly one installed by the 
company but others are to be installed 
in the near future, according to un- 
official but reliable reports.

Only two clubs in the history of 
the world series ever disposed of their 
opponents in a four-game series in the 
classic. George Stallings’ Braves of 
1914, the team that wouldn’t be 
beaten, was one of these and the New 
York Yankees was the other club, but 
he performed the feat twice—against 
Pittsburgh jn 1927 and against St. 
Louis in 1928. 


Stallings earned the sobriquet of 
the “Miracle Man” by his brilliant 
accomplishment in 1914, his second 
season at the helm of the Boston club, 
but long before this he had earned a 
name for himself as a successful base- 


ball manager. 
DISCOURAGING TASK: 


He faced a discouraging task whea 
he assumed charge of the playing des- 
tinies of the Boston Braves in the 
spring of 1913. The Boston en- 
try in the National league had re- 
posed in the cellar for four succes- 
sive seasons and had been unable to 
climb out of the second 
10 years. 

The veteran leader realized the task 
before him and he lost little time iu 
sifting and weeding, in adding and 
in cutting adrift. 

One of his master strokes was s2- 
curing Johnny Evers from the Chi- 
cago Cubs. Hub Perdue was seit 
along to St. Louis in exchange for 
Ted Cather and George Whitted. 
“Red” Smith was bought from Brovk- 
lyn. Hlerb Moran was secured , from 
the Cincinnati Reds. *‘Buteh” Schmidt 
was added from “the Baltimore Ori- 
oles and many other important adidi- 
tions were made to the club. roster. 

One of George Stallings’ first anid 
one of his most important moves was 
the signing of Fred Mitchell as coach. 
“Mitch” is given much of the cred- 
it, for the development of the pitch- 
ing staff, especially the Big Three, 
Tyler, Rudolph and Bill James, whv 
carried the bulk of the box work. 

LEADER, DRIVER. 

Stallings was a real driver of men, 
but he was a leader as well. Ba se- 
ball was serious business with him 
and he wanted his players to regard 
it in such a light. He brought with 
him a forceful, dynamic personality, 
“that heart-breaking determination to 
win,” as he himself described it, but 
most of all things he brought to his 
new task an unshaken confidence in 
himself and an ability to instill in his 
players a confidence in him and in 
themselves. 

From the time he assumed charze 
of the team, Stallings drilled con- 
tinually into his men the belief that 
they could win, that they would win,

Stallings had what might be termed 
n dual personality. the fie.d, 
quiet, reserved, dignified; on the 
berea he was a fiery personality, with 
a flow of language, either condemna- 
tery or complimentary as the ocea- 
sicw might require. So intent was he 
ou the game that he couldn’t keep 
still on that bench. 

The Stallings system, by which te 
Boston Braves won the World’s cham- 
pion ship in 1914, proved one theory 
of modern baseball and disproved an- 
other. The former was that right- 
hand batters are more successful 
against left-hand pitchers and vice 
versa. The theory disproved was that 
it was necessary to Lave a large pitch- 
ing staff to win a pennant.

Reserve Appears to Be Win- 
ning Step Toward Loan Re- 
duction. 


New. York, May 14.—Stocks open- ; 


ed né&rrow and irregular, leading 
shares selling off from three to five 
points early in the day. Around 
noon, after call money had renewed 
af 7 per cent, there was a recovery, 
Gieers! Electric, Westinghouse, 
Packard leading with gains of from 
G to 10 points, other shares follow- 
ing at a slower pace. 

‘Selling was again resumed before 
the end of the noon hour when banks 
began to call Joans, with $10,000,000 
needed on the stock exchange floor 
and $40,000,000 in the outside mar- 
ket, the rate on call money then ad- 
vanced to 8 per cent.and in the four 
hours to 10 per cent. 

Thirty to sixty-day money remain- 
el at 9 per cent, with longer periods 
S 3-4 per cent, and with very little 
to be had at these rates. There was 
some recevery in stocks the last hour. 

There is no question but that the 
money situation and outlook is get- 
ting on the nerves of traders in the 
stock market. <A daily round of Wall 
Street discloses an increasing num- 
ber of traders who have been bullish 
for years now turning bearish, if 
not for the immediate future, for the 
longer look ahead. 

The basis for this change is the 
growing feeling that the buying 
power of a large part of the country 
being hurt by the existing low 
prices for wheat and cotton; also 
that sooner or later high money 
rates will bave an unfavorable influ- 
ence on general trade.

Upward swings in grain values de- 
veloped most impetus as the day ap- 
proached an end. Wheat especially 
rose fast during the final transac- 
tions, and finished at the topmost leve! 
attained. A good deal of the late 
buying of wheat was on account of 
renewed attention to Washington ad- 
vices concerning the outlook for farm 
bills. 

Qn the other hand, snow and rain 
in Canada, giving needed relief from 
shortage of moisture, tended to bring 
about early declines in wheat prices 
here, and so likewise did Liverpoo! 
wheat quotations, lower than due. 
There were forecasts, too, that the im- 
yrovement of outlook for spring wheat 
ecause of timely moisture would be 
extended before tomorrow into 
drought sections of North Dakota, 

Corn traders gave special attention 
to general rains in Lllinois, Indiana, 
lowa und Ohio. The forecast was 
fer continued unsettled weather and 
lower temperatures. Aside from de- 
lay to planting, fears were expressed 
that much corn already in the ground 
may not germinate. Oats sympathized 
with corn, and responded to signs of 
eplarged demand from consumers. 

Seattered selling and lack of any 
ageressive buying eased down the pro- 
vision market.

New York, May 14.—(/)—A late 
comeback staged by convertibles in 
Sympathy with stocks provided the 
bond market with some action today. 
In face of the session that continued 
through the early part of the session 
in stocks and stock feature bonds and 
persistence of high money rates, witb 
call. money jumping from 7 to 
per cent, the standard investment is- 
sues held their ground fairly well. 
As a whole, the market shaded off 
into irregularity, particularly in ‘the 
widely fluctuating stock privilege 
issues. 

The firmer tone of the money mar- 
ket was reflected in the United States 
government list, which turned _ soft 
after pointing higher in the last few 
days. 

The rally enabled American I. G. 
Chemical 5 1-2 and a few other stock 
feature issues to make up their early 
losses, but most of the group closed 
a little lower. Qhe leader of the con- 
vertibles was the recently listed issue 
of Missouri Pacifie 5°1-2s. As the 
stock advanced, traders bought the 


bonds in large numbers and they 
moved into new highe ground above 
103, finishing at that figure for a 
1 1-2 point gain on the heaviest turn- 
over in the list. Atchison converti- 
ble 4 1-2s also were in demand and 
finished fractionally higher. 


Anaconda Copper 7s, an old leader 
of the stock feature group, tumbled 
10 points on sale of six bonds. Most 
of them have been converted and the 
issue has become inactive. Another 
erstwhile leader of the convertibles, 
Public Service of New Jersey 4 1-2s, 
dropped 7 points on the general sell- 
ing movement. 

The eerly decline in stocks brought 
high grade industrial bonds _ into 
favor. Bethlehem Steel issues, Ana- 
conda Copper 6s, and American 
Smelting 5s moved up fractionally. 
Rubbers also were higher. The su- 
gar group continued weak. Hoe & 
Company 6 1-2s,. with the improved 
earnings prospects of the company, 
jumped nearly 6 points. 

The rails mortgages were neglected. 
The reeently listed “exas Pacific 
© 5s steadied up around 97 3-8 in 
face of fair demand. sSpeculative ac- 
tivity in Seaboard Air Line adjust- 
ment 5s again was pronounced. After 
touching a new high at 51 they fin- 
ished unchrnged at 560 on sales of 221 
bonds. 

The foreign list was uneven. 
British Kingdom 5s sold off more 
than a point while French govern- 
ments were firm. German republic 7s 
held steady at a fraction above their 
low price of the year. Brazilian is- 
sues, which also are near their year's 
lows, again turned easy.

EVER 1S REAGHED 


Washington, May 14.—(4)—The 
federal reserve board annourced today 
that automobile production in the 
United States reuched the highest 
level in history in the first three 
months of 1929, and that the demand 


for automobiles had not been suffi- 
cient to absorb the output. 

This production, the board said in 
its monthly bulletin, was the chief 
factor in the rise of industrial pro- 
duction to its present record level of 
10 per cent more than in the same 
period of last year. ‘The board found 
that the automobile output had in- 
creased the demand for other mate- 
rials, chiefly iron and steel, textiles 
and rubber. ‘The production of tires, 
was said to have exceeded the demand 
pnd stocks were larger than they 
were a year ago. 

“Output of automobiles,” the board 
said, “was more than 50 per cent 
larger than in the first quarter of 
1928 and more than 25 per cent larger 
than in the first quarter of ay 
earlier year. Production in March was 
proceeding at a rate of over 24,000 
cars a day, the largest output ever 
reached in the industry. 

Continues Large. 

“Demand for automobiles by con- 
sumers, which throughout 1928 had 
kept pace with the output, has con- 
tinued to be large, but appears not 
to have been sufficient to absorb 
currently the larger production of the 
early months of this year, and there 
has been some increase in the stocks 
of cars held by dealers. An increase 
in the last 15 months in the foreign 
demand for American cars, which now 
absorbs somewhat more than 11 per 
cent of the total output, has been a 
factor of some importance to the in- 
dustry.” 

The board said that the increased 
production of the country, while par- 
ticipated in by most industries, re- 
flected chiefly the gains in iron and 
steel, automobiles, copper and pe- 
troleum and had been under way tor 
15 months. Some industries showed 
declines, including building construc- 
tion, cotton and wool textiles and 
coal, 

Building construction, the board 
said, has declined steadily since No- 
vember of last year and in the first 
quarter of this year was 15 per cent 
lower than for the same period a 
year ago. The pe racet decline was in 
the New York district, the board said, 
while small increases were shown in 
the Cleveland, Richmond, Minneapolis 
and Dallas districts.

. Leaders in the laterally were Gen- 
eral Electric and Packard, soaring 15 
to 16 points, respectively, the former 
to a record price at 277. The buy- 
ing of General Electric was based on 
unconfirmed rumors of a forthcoming 
four-for-one splitup, or distribution of 
its holding of Radio as a stock divi- 
dend. Packard was sent soaring vy 
a report that its new Deisel aviation 
seach had flown 700 miles on less 
than $5 worth of fuel oil, and by an- 
nouncement of record-breaking April 
sales of cars. 

The credit situation was not with- 
out a dampening effect upon market 
enthusiasm, as was evident from the 
pace of trading- © Time money was at 
9 per cent for even 90-day funds, and 
rumors of a possible rise in the New 
York rediscount rate this week was 
given color by the jacking _up of the 
Minneapolis bank’s rate to 5 per cent, 
leaving only San Francisco on a 41-2 
per cent basis.

The crowd began 
shouting and threatening him, and a

Held in Courtroom. 

Since the jail was too small to ac- 
commodate them, the strikers were 
held in the Carter county courtroom 
for two hours. They were released 
by Attorney-General Ben Allen after 
he warned them to leave other work- 
ers alone and threatened them with re- 
arrest if the disorders occurred again.

The crowd about the 
guardsmen increased to some 500 men 
and women, Magistrate George Ryan 
was asked to prepare mittimus papers 
so that the strikers could be removed.

PRESIDENT INCREASES 
DUTIES ON FLAXSEED 


Washington, May 14.—()—While 
@ number of repcblicans and demo- 
crats were finding fault with the pend- 


ing tariff bill in the house today 
President Hoover took advantage of 
the flexible provisions of the existent 
law to proclaim increases in duties 
on flaxseed, milk, cream and window 
glass. 

On recommendation of the tariff 
commission, the executive raised the 
tariff on flaxseed from 40 to 56 cents 
an bushel, the same rate proposed in 
the Hawley bill. Some western re- 
publicans, however, ‘are not satisfied 
with the 56-cent rate. 

The milk duty was increased from 
2 3-2 to & 3-4 cents a gallon. The 
bill snaviles a duty of 5 cents.

20 to 80 cents a gallon, the bill pro- 
poses an incrtase to 48 cents. 
Duties on Window Glass. 

The duties on window glass were 
boosted by varying degrees from the 
present rate range of 1-4 cents 
to 23262 cents a pound.

Action Taken To Deprive 
Church of Role as Mar- 
tyr; Atheists Also Un- 
restrained. 


Moscow, May 14.—(?)—Removal of 
constitutional restrictions on religious 
practices is svon to be proposed to the 
soviet congress. Alexei I. Rykvif, 
president of the Council of DPeopie’s 
Commissars, today told delegates tu 
the congress they would soon be in- 
vited to vote on such an amendment to 
the constitution. 

The decrees fighting religion had 
proved to bring harm as well, as bene- 
fit, he said. President Wykoff add- 
ed that congress would be called upov 
to ratify a constitutional amendment 
providing for separation of church and 
state, church and schools, and grant- 
ing all citizens the right to religious 
practice as well as anti-religious prop- 
aganda. 

It appeared from the speech of the 
president that the soviet was not to 
abandon its attempt to discredit re- 
ligions but simply to proceed along 
different lines by, in effect, removing 
the stimulus of persecution. 

“Administrative measures as well as 
decrees fighting religion,” he said, 
“frequently bring not only benefit but 
harm.

The institution's 
pay day for employes is on the 12th} 
of each month, and when that date 
falls on Sunday the employes are paid | 
on the 11th. The payroll of the em- 
ployes approximates $38,000 monthly. 

No one was paid Saturday and of- 
ficials of the institution have given 
out no information as to when pay- 
ments will be made. There is much 
criticism in this vicinity ever failure 
of the state government to pay its 
employes, and it is pointed out that 
arrangements were made early in the 
month to borrow $50,Q00 in order to 
allow contractors to continue con- 
struction work on the magnificent 
new hospital now being erected at the 
institution, and that work is going for- 
ward rapidly, but that employes who 
already have performed their duties 
cannot be paid and no information 
can be secured as to when payment | 
may be expected. 

So far as known, no efforts have 
been made locally to borrow money to 
meet the -employes’ payroll, but it is 
understood that the governor an- 
nounced from Atlanta that the neces- 
sary arrangements had not been made.
